The census ginners’ report of the 
uutnber of belles of cotton ginned 
o 
Dee. lo, w hile not quite as large as 
estimated, nevertheless showed an in­ 
crease of 2,608,000 over same time 
last season and prices in the contract 


m arket sagged. 
It must be understood, however, that 
while the increase as compared with 
last year is large, and the ginning 
after this date in 1907 totaled 2,000,- 
000 bales nothing of the sort can oc­ 
cur this year, because practically all 
the staple of this season’s growth has 
been ginned. 
The crop now m ar­ 
keting is the fastest handled in the 
entire history of the 
cotton 
trade 
Good weather has generally prevailed 
during the picking season, and the 


crop has been rushed.

year.

Dobbs Ferry, N. Y., Dec. 21.— Major 
O rlando Jay Smith, president and gen­ 
eral m anager of the A m erican Press 
Association, died at ti:07 o’clock S un­ 
day evening a1 his home on the H u d ­ 
son. 
Major Smith had been ill since Sep- ! 
tam ber, at which time he was Opera!- 1 
ed upon for' cancer o f .t h e stomach, j 
Through his long illness he retained 
his Interest in daily events. 
He was 
attended by Drs. W alter B. Jam es, 
Blake and Denniston. 
Major Orlando Jay Smith, the found­ 
e r of the A m erican Press Association, 
and fts president and general m anager 
from its inception until his death, was 
a journalist of national 
reputation. 
To his training and guidance m any of 
the men prominent in the new spaper 
world during the past two decades 
owe their position and fame. 
As head 
of the largest new spaper syndicate 
in America. M ajor Smith cam e into 
in tim ate 
contact 
with w riters and 
journalists connected with new spapers 
of every grade of influence and im 
port alice. 
T hey have frequently tes 
tiifed to* the sterling worth of his 
character, his own ability and ills ca­ 
pacity for. developing ability in o tli­ 
ers.
